TCHERNA . 

The election and its results, have ob- 
scured so to spesk the glory of the 
Russo-Servian cOmmander; and we 
feel it our duty to bring him once more 

the front, as a relief to the ae 
t at conflicting and perplexing poiiticai 
'Whiletins have put upon our TéVous 
systems. We cau contemplaté Neher 
nayeff without anxiety; hope or des- 
pondency. His full name is Michael 
Gregorievitch Tchernayeff. He was 
born in 1828 ; Was graduated in 1851 
from the military academy of St. Nich- 
olas, and was identified with 
all the important movements 


during the Turkish complications of 
1852. He became a rising man in the 
— military service from the aut- 
set of his military career—so much so 
that he was appointed in 1862 chief ot 
staff of the army operating against the 
Circassians. In 1864 he became a ma- 
Jor-gensfal, and in the following year 
was appointed governor-general of the 
province of Turkestan, which he had 
conquered. He was recalled from that 
command through diplomatic “repre: 
sentations made by England, 
but was pensioned with full rank 
and pay, and after a rest 
of six months was restored to his place 
in the army. In June of last year he 
was retired at his own request, and 
after receiving proper permission from 
his own government, offered his servi- 
ces to Servia. He has long been a 
thorough Panslavist, and his whole 
heart is enlisted in the cause that he 
was fighting for when the armistice put 
a temporary end to all hostilities in 
Tarkey. At home he is regarded as an 
able author and an experienced soldier. 
He was not able to successfully 
resist the agzressive movements 
of the Turks; but when we 
consider the limited resources 
of Servia, both in men and money, and 
also consider that the average Servian 
cannot. be relied on in battle, there is 
little reason to blame Tchernayoff. If 
the armistice should bring peace, the 
conqueror of Turkestan will be the 
object in Russia of undiminished ad- 
miration and respect. He is still a 
hero in that country, where the mili- 
tary disasters of the late campaign are 
attributed to the cowardice of Servia’s 
rank and file.

Do you doubt it? If you do, we are 
prepared to prove that the house which 
contains seventy-five more democrats 
than republicans, did, by its own affir- 
mative act, keep us in hot water for 
at least one full day, and this 
was the way of it. It passed 
an act to admit Colorado. Colorado is 
entitled to three electoral votes. The 
electoral college, counting in Colorado, 
consists of 369 members; without Col- 
orado, of 366. A majority of the for 
mer number is 185; of the latter, 183. 
If therefore the house had ‘not trans- 
formed the rocks and sage bushes of 
Colorado into astate, there would not 
have been from the outset any doubt of 
Mr. Tilden’s election. But happily we 
are out of the woods 


WISCONSIN. 


The vote of this state has become a 

matier of national anxiety. Before 
1873 the state was republican, reaching 
back to 1855. In 1872 it gave Grant 
18,575 majority in a vote that slightly 
exceeded 192,000. In 1873 Governor | 
Taylor, granger anc democrat, carried 
it by 15,411 majority out of 147,859 
votes. Last year the vote was 170,069, 
and the republican candidate for gov- 
ernor, Harrison Ludington, was elected 
by 811 majority, but all the other state 
officers, five in number, elected at the 
same time, are democrats. Treasurer 
Keuhn’s majority was 2,804. We leave 
the reader to draw his own conclusions, 
with the sole remark that the state con. 
tains a large German population, and 
that the Germans have elsewhere 1n- 
clined to Mr. Tilden. 
No state officers were chosen in the 
late election—only members of con- 
gress and electors. The present con- 
gressional delegation contains five re- 
publicans and hee democrats.

Lo the Pacific states it may not be un- 
interesting, now that “the melarcholy 
days, ha ve come,” to look at San Fran- 
cisco’s standing in the matter. From 
the early gold days the city has had the 
reputation for being the banner city 
for suicides in the country, and to-day 
the number of those who summarily 
and of their own free will “shuffle off 
this mortal coil” here is greatly in ex- 
cess of that of Paris, taking in consider- 
ation the population. In 1849-50, and 
a few years subsequent, the number of 
suicides ras greater than to-day, with 
much smaller population. This is ac- 
counted for injthe sickly and emaciated 
state of arriving emigrants, many of 
them sick of scurvy and other diseases 
which a long voy age or other hardships 
had produced.
